The Bishop’s Page 


Again comes Easter with its message of 
victory and hope. It is hard for us some- 
times to realize the victory on Calvary. 
Even after all these centuries of Christian life and 
teaching our dull souls are slow to see victory in cbvi- 
ous defeat. We wait and wonder. We are like the dis- 
ciples, disappointed because they had hoped that it 
was “he who should redeem Israel.” 

Then comes Easter and witnesses to us the triumph. 
We understand that the terrible death and defeat is a 
great triumph. We know that Christ lives, that death 
has no more dominion over him, that the powers of 
darkness have been put to flight and that the Cross is 
to be hereafter the symbol of a conquering faith. 

But the message of that great day is more than one 
of victory and hope for this world. It opens to us a 
elimpse of the world beyond the grave. We could not, 
knowing the Lord as we do, Master of men and fulfil- 
ment of all our hopes for men, believe that he could 
really die. Such goodness, such greatness could not be 
lost forever, blotted out, finding life only in the tenu- 
ous immortality of those who came after him and 
loved his memory. Such a universe would be a mock- 
cry of men’s endeavor. He must live. Easter tells us 
that he does live. 

Nor could we believe that in a world in which God 
really loves, death could end the life of any child of 
His. We must live. Christ must live and we who love Him 
must live with Him. Easter tells us that He does live 
and Easter gives us the pledge of our faith that in 
God’s love we too live. Death loses its sting. The grave 
becomes the golden gate to life. 


The information in re- 
The Churchwide Endeavor gard to the Presiding 

Bishop’s call to a Church- 
wide Endeavor has now reached all the clergy and 
parishes. We are all informed as to the deep spiritual 
intent of the call. We are to study God’s purpose in 
the world and surrender ourselves more fully to it. 
Sermons, classes, retreats, quiet days, reading, study 
of the Bible will all help us towards the end, which 1s, 
as I have said, a more complete surrender of ourselves 
to God. This surrender is not a new thing, a novel ex- 
perience in our Christian lives. Every Christian, if he 
is a real Christian, has already given his life to God. 
We do it daily in our prayers. We do it in our common 
worship. We do it with deepened sincerity in the Com- 
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inunion. It is not a novel thing. The Churchwide En- 
deavor means only a more thoughtful and prayerful 
understanding of what such surrender involves. 


In an effort of this kind no particular climax is nec- 
essary. There is no moment at which we are to say, 
“Here and now the thing is done.” But nevertheless 
such moments of climax are a help. They bring a 
new power and more vivid sense of consecration. For 
that reason many suggestions have been made to bring 
to a kind of concrete goal the whole movement. 


Here are three. One of the helps proposed is the 
cards upon which the pledge is made. These cards 
may be sent to the rector but they may also be 
“offered” in Church on some given Sunday. A second 
suggestion, adopted I believe in various dioceses, is 
that on a given Sunday the congregation of “faithful 
people” will renew their baptismal and confirmation 
vows. A third takes advantage of the great prayer 
which follows the consecration in the Eucharist. It is 
proposed that on the Sunday chosen, when the priest 
reaches the passage beginning: “Here we offer and 
present unto thee O Lord, ‘ourselves, our souls and 
bodies to be a reasonable holy and living sacrifice unto 
three,” a pause should be made and the whole body 
of communicants then repeat with the priest these 
words in which the offering of ourselves is made. It 
would be a searching and impressive conclusion of the 
weeks in which we have been striving to understand 
what such surrender of ourselves involves. 


There is no attempt to regiment the thought or ac- 
tion of the Church in this matter. It is left to each 
Diocese and parish to choose its own way. But one or 
the other, I am sure, we shall all wish to make. 

It is too early for us here on the Coast to use Pas- 
sion Sunday for any of these culminating services; but 
it would seem wise to come to some such conclusion 
before the summer months and I propose for the Dio- 
cese that Whitsunday would be a most appropriate 
time. It is the birthday of the Church, the day on 
which the early disciples found new power for their 
task in the world and a new vision of that task. Let 
us, as did they, consecrate ourselves to the great task 
of God’s purpose.

In Memoriam—Herbert H. Powell 
By Convention Memorial Committee 


“The souls of the righteous are in the hands of 
God.” One of Dr. Powell’s last sermons in the Cathe- 
dral was preached from this text from the Book of 
Wisdom. His theme was the place of immortality in 
the apocraphal writings and the influence of Greek 
thought. As one listened one felt that the death of his 
dear daughter Helen was still pressing upon his heart. 
To his mind the veil of death had worn thin, even to 
transparency. Was it also a premonition of the great 
adventure that was to come so soon to him? 


It is difficult to separate the elements that were 
blended in his rare personality. One of his friends 
groups these qualities in a few terse phrases: “A great 
Semitic linguist, a profound Bible student, a teacher 
with the capacity to sound the depths of the subject 
taught, yet able to present it in simple and understand- 


able language; a presiding officer with commanding 
presence, always able to make his rulings with cour- 
fairness; a sympathetic and understanding 
riend.” 


Another adds: “A faith in God and Christ unshak- 
able and never-failing, a deep religious sense, though 
he moved so readily ‘from grave to gay, from lively to 
serene’ that those who did not realize it were some- 
times startled. As an opponent, terrible for his wit and 
cleverness, yet ever just and good-humored. As a 
friend, thoughtful and generous, kindly and com- 
panionable.” 


A fine strain of loyalty interpenetrated all of his 
manifold relationships. The breadth of his sympathies 
and his essential human qualities made one think of 
Bunyan’s Mr. Greatheart. To the Diocese and to the 
Divinity School he gave the best years of his life but 
to a far wider constituency he was a “teacher sent 
from God.” The teaching ministry of Dr. Powell and 
the memory of his personal lovableness will live for- 
ever among the. cherished traditions of the Church.

Cathedral Notes 


Under the Completion Committee of the Cathedral 
the Women’s Committee has been reorganized, with 
evidences of deepened interest and a sense of responsi- 
bility for Cathedral development. Several significant 
meetings have been held in the Cathedral Chapter 
House, Mrs. Norman B. Livermore presiding. The 
Bishop and Dean, beside Mr. Coleman and Mr. Hobart, 
were present at the second of these meetings. 

It will interest readers of this page to know that the 
committee has decided that in view of the prospective 
installation of the great memorial Cathedral organ, 
the gift of Mrs. Charles B. Alexander of New York 
City, they will assist in planning the arrangements for 
the great occasion of dedication and that invitations 
will be extended through their instrumentality. It is 
understood that Mrs. Alexander herself will be present 
at this service and that it will be notable not only in 
the history of the Diocese but in the life of San Fran- 
cisco and of the entire Church in America. 

Another matter considered was the formation of a 
Diocesan Cathedral Association to be representative 
of all of the communicants in the Diocese of Califor- 
nia.

The director wishes to again express through the 
pages of The Pacific Churchman a deep appreciation 
to all who have made it possible for her now to have 
an automobile. Under the chairmanship of the Rev. 
Lindley H. Miller, who gave generously of his time and 
interest, the necessary money for purchasing a car was 
obtained. Then—with the help of the Rev. Oscar F. 
Green, vice-chairman of the department—a 1931, two- 
door Buick sedan, in good condition, was found. The 
car has been named “Christopher.” The director hopes 
those who have hesitated to invite her into sections of 
the Diocese that have not been easy to reach will now 
do so, since the matter of transportation is no longer 
a problem. 


San Francisco Training School 


The registration has reached eighty-two, not includ- 
ing a list of six instructors. We may all be greatly 
encouraged over the response we are receiving to the 
program of leadership training set up in San Fran- 
cisco. The school is being held on Monday evenings in 
Lent. Three courses are offered during the first hour— 
“The Modern Use of the Bible,” by the Rev. Carel J. 
Hulsewe; “The History of Worship and the Prayer 
Book,” by the Rev. Kenneth A. L. Viall, S. S. J. E.; 
and “Story Telling,” by Mrs. Edison J. Adams. During 
the second hour those who remain go into discussion 
groups covering materials and methods for three ages 
of the Church School—one on kindergarten and pri- 
mary, one for juniors and one for seniors and young 
people. 

Many have expressed their appreciation of what 
they are receiving and sincere thanks is due those who 
are giving their time as instructors in these courses. 
The registration represents seven parishes and mis- 
sions—-Grace Cathedral, Trinity, All Saints, St. Fran- 
cis, Christ (Japanese), St. Peter’s, Advent and Calvary 
Presbyterian. There is no question but that as an ex- 
periment this first Episcopal training school is proving 
a success. 


Diocesan Young People’s Conferences 


Five young people’s conferences are to be held 
throughout the Diocese this spring. The theme of these 
conferences is, ““What Can Christian Young People Do 
About Social and Economic Problems Today?” This 
topic will be presented by an address. Discussion 
groups will follow on specific problems. 

The dates are: St. Mary’s-by-the-Sea, Pacific Grove, 
April 6 and 7; Trinity Church, Oakland, April 13 and 
14; St. Francis Church, San Francisco, April 27 and 
28; All Saints Church, Palo Alto, May 18 and 19; St. 
John’s Church, Ross, date to be announced. 

The registration fee is $1.30 per person. This will 
include three meals. Guests will be entertained over- 
night by the local parish.

Service of Offerings 


This will be held at the Cathedral on the afternoon 
of May 12. Very adequate plans are being laid. As be- 
fore, all children’s choirs are invited to march in pro- 
cession, bringing banners and processional crosses. We 
will have with us the Bishop, Archdeacon and Dean of 
Grace Cathedral. Ushering will be under the direction 


of Boy and Girl Scouts of St. Francis Church. At this 
service a presentation of money offerings will be made. 
Those who come this year will have the privilege of 
worshipping for the first time in the Cathedral in its 
present enclosed state, with more adequate facilities 
for carrying on a service. It will be one of the great 
forward steps in the building and use of the Cathedral, 
to be remembered by children and young people. At 
this service recognition will be given schools that have 
attained thorugh this year an average attendance of 
7°. per cent of their enrollment and in which teachers’ 
meetings have been adequately planned and conducted 
covering two points of our ten-point standard. 


Asilomar Conference Plans

very interesting and worth-while program is being 
planned around the theme expressed in a phrase taken 
from the Bishop’s pastoral letter, “Christ Demands a 
New Order.”
